17  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  with  9  in 
1918 .  Two  of  these  cases  refused  admission  into  Bit ton;  of  these 
one  occurred  in  a  crowded  lodging  house  during  the  height  of  the 
season  without  any  untoward  result* 

15  Oases  were  admitted  into  the  Isolation  hospital  with  an 
average  stay  of  23  days;  one  case  proved  fatal  on  the  fourth  day 
after  admission*  four  of  these  15  cases  were  merely  '‘carriers” 
and  were  all  discharged  after  a  maximum  stay  of  nine  day  a  . 

SCARLET  I  HA  *  11  cases  were  notified  compare-'  with  21  in  the 

previous  year, 

9  cases  were  admitted  into  Bit ton  with  an  average  stay 
of  50  days* 

There  were  no  fatal  e  ses . 

MEASLES .  49  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  with 

343  in  19181  46  of  these  cases  00 cured  during  the  last  10  weeks 
of  the  year*  Owing  to  the  outbreak  commencing  in  the  Infant 
School,  it  was  found  advisable  to  close  this  school  for  a  fort¬ 
night.  The  compulsory  notification  of  measles  ceased  on  Dec*  31st 
ERYSIPELAS*  7  cases.
